| PARIS, Oct. 12.—A pretty young 


woman police described as the “gun 
girl” for the assassin of King Alex- 
ander of Yugoslavia was sought near 
Aix-en-Provence tonight. 

Authorities throughout Europe trail- 
ed an international terror ring, be- 
lieving the gang. with headquarters 
in Hungary, plots the death of all 
Europe's rulers. 

: The French police formally charged 
Zvonemer Pospechil, Yugoslav expa- 
triate and fugitive from justice, with 
complicity in the Marseille murders. 

Advices from Geneva said Yugoslav 
delegates to the League of Nations 
had reports from persons presen‘ at 
Annemasse today when Pospechil and 
Ivan Rajtich, his fellow suspect, were 
grilled that the latter confessed he 
went to Paris to await orders for 
Alexander's slaying. 

_ Police revealed that Pospechil, alias 
Yaroslav Novak, fled Yugoslavia to 
escape death for murder. 

Admits Plan to Kill. 

Police quoted Pospechil as saying 
“if I had received an order to exe- 
cute the king I would execute the king 
at the risk of my own head because 
this order would come from a rev- 
olutionary organization of which I am 
a member.”

It was reported that the delay in 
reaching a verdict was brought about 
by inability of the members of the 
jury to agree upon the penalty, and 
that after four ballots the jurors 
finally voted the life sentence, each 
man pledging himself never to take 
part in any move to obtain clemency 
for the youth. 

Summers showed no emotion as he 
stood to hear the sentence but ii- 
mediately afterward shook hands with 
his father and kissed his mother. The 
youth chewed gum rapidly as Judge 
Howard said the words which com- 
mitted him to prison for the remain- 
der of his life.

LOUISVILLE, Ky., Oct. 12.—()— 
“Requirements” for her ransom met, 
pretty Alice Speed Stoll’s fate hung 
on a kidnaper’s word tonight a few 
hours after her husband made a wild 
ride over cleared roads in central 
Kentucky. 

Presumably Berry V. Stoll, vice 
president of the Stoll Oil Refining 
Company, made his dash to meet the 


man who has held his 26-year-old wife 
since Wednesday for a $50,000 ransom 
or someone agreed apse by the man. 
A few hours aftefward he issued this 
statement: 

“We have carefully followed instruc- 
tions, met all ransom requirements, 
and age awaiting fulfillment of prom- 
ises, 

**The parties may act freely without 
fear of hindrance. 

“Berry V. Stoll.” 

The wealthy and {influential Speed 
and Stoll families repeatedly affirmed 
by radio and newspapers that they 
were eager to make terms and would 
do everything necessary to the victim’s 
return. 

There was ho intimation in the 
short announcement as to whether the 
ransom had been handed over to the 
actual kidnaper or to persons agreed 
upon by him. ‘If it meant the money 
had been paid to those having Mrs. 
Stoll in their power, it was clear that 
others besides the man who snatched 
her from her home were involved in 
the sensational case. 

Lone Kidnaper. 

It was a lone man who got into the 
Stoll home in the fashionable but re- 
mote upper River road neighborhood 
Wednesday on the pretense that he 
was a telephone repair man.

‘DADDY’ BROWNING 
CLAIMED BY DEATH 


Former Husband of 
“Peaches” Heenan Was 
60 Years Old. - 


SCARSDALE, N. Y., Oct. 12.—(#) 
Edward West Browning, the “Daddy”

Injunction Action Filed 
Against Athens and Ea- 
tonton Firms. 


MACON, Ga., Oct. 12.—(#)--In- 


junction proceedings against two 
|Georgia business concerns already 
‘have been filed in United States dis- 
trict court here as a result of investi- 
getions being made by government 
agents into alleged violations of NRA 
code provisions, 

The two named in court actions 
here yesterday afternoon are J. Swan- 
ton Ivey, Inc., Athens auto agency, 
and the Carpenter Lumber Company, 
Eatonton, Ga. 

The auto company is charged with 
allowing more than the maximum 
code price on old cars traded in for 
new ones; the lumber firm is accnsed 
of violating code wage provisions. 

T. Hoyt Davis, United States dis- 
trict attorney for the middle district 
of Georgia, filed the actions. In re- 
sponse to questions he said the civil 
proceedings would not bar filing of 
criminal cases later, should such ac- 
tion be found “necessary.” 

It has been known for some time 
that government agents have been ac- 
tive in the state investigating alleged 
NRA code violations, but these are 
the first court cases to be filed in the 
Macon district. Fred M. Ivey. of the 
Washington legal staff of NRA, is in 
Macon in connection with the investi- 
gations into alleged code violations.

VIRGINIA DEER. 

Among the native Georgia mammals 
there is perhaps not one as beautiful 
as the Virginia Deer. In the event 
that you are puzzled by the reference 
to the Virginia Deer in Georgia, let 
me say that it is the same species 
that occurs all over the eastern Unit- 
ed States and that the namg Virginia 
was the first one applied to it. The 
Virginia deer is equally at home in 
the Michigan north woods and the 
golden isles of Georgia, not to men- 
tion Florida. 


I have just had an interesting talk 
with C. C. James, who is the head of 
Georgia's game warden system. He 
tells me that he trapped a number 
of deer recently and _ = transported 
them, unhurt, to the sections of Geor- 
gia where they will be under protec- 
tion for some time and will be given a 
chance to increase. 


An amazing thing was learned at 
the University of Michigan about the 
rate of increase of the Virginia white- 
tail under natural conditions not long 
ago. Six years back there was a set 
of deer, unbalanced as to sex ratio, 
placed on a certain forest tract. They 
were given protection and the original 
six deer increased to 162 in a period 
of six years. That shows what deer 
will do under protection and gives a 
rough estimate as to the deer herd 
that can be developed in Georgia by 


proper means. The deer is a valu- 
able game animal as well as one ex- 


tremely important ‘as to food value. 
The doe has one fawn at the age of 
two years and has two each year 
thereafter. The limit of the breeding 
comes at the fifteenth year as nearly 
as I can learn, 


You might get a nice sharp pencil 

and figure out the increase from one 
female doe in 15 years, allowing for 
one-half of the progeny as bucks. 
_ This animal is the only artiodacty] 
in Georgia. That is, native to the 
State. Artiodactyls are animals with 
cloven hooves. Horses, walking on 
their middle toe-nails, so to speak, 
are known as perissodactyls. Other 
important deer-like animals in north 
America include the black-tail ana 
mule deers, the moose, the elk and the 
caribou or reindeer. 


The deer are said to be thick in 
south Georgia this year and I have 
had several invitations to deer hunts 
already. These ure deeply appreciat- 
ed, but I have seen too many deer to 
be able to shoot one of them. |] 
would lose my shirt-tail to the zang 
according to the time-honored custom.

THE GANGSTER THREAT 

Solicitor-General Boykin issues a

All wines 
have to be aged and it will be nec- 
sary to win the favor of wine drink- 
ers to beverages made of citrus 
fruits, instead of the grapes now 
used in California. and the Euro- 
pean wine-producing countries. 

Many things go into the making 
of good wine. The products of 
which it is made must be of the 
correct texture and flavor; climatic 
conditions play an important part, 
and the skill with which it is made 
and aged is also vital in determin- 
ing the quality of the finished 
product. 

It will take time to ascertain 
whether Florida offers both the 
product and the climate for the 
making of fine wine, but if this is 
successfully established a new era 
in the history of the state will be 
inaugurated. 


ON THE TRAIL OF FLOYD 

With the discovery of the hide- 
out of Pretty Boy Floyd, notorious 
outlaw of the southwest, the last 
of the remaining bad men who 
Spread terror throughout the mid- 
dle west for a decade or more has 
been flushed, 

The killing of Dillinger left un- 
captured only Floyd of the desper- 
ate gang leaders who slew as they 
looted. Not only have all other 
leaders in crime been run down 
and killed or sent to jail for long 
terms, but their followers have 
either been arrested or gone into 
hiding to escape the determined ac- 
tivity of federal, state and local law- 
enforcement agencies. 

While the discovery of Floyd’s 
hideout is accredited to the lowa 
State bureau of investigation, it 
probably can be traced back to the 
persistent search conducted by 
federal agents since the Kansas 
City massacre of more than a year 
ago. It comes soon after the an- 
nouncement by the department of 
justice that the full details of the 
plot resulting in the Kansas shoot- 
ing had been unearthed, and that 
Floyd was the ringleader. 

Even though the Oklahoma des- 
perado shot his way out of the 
trap set for him in lowa, the dis- 
covery of his hideout brings assur- 
ance that sooner or later he will 
be run down, and probably die, as 
have most of the other gangster 
leaders, shooting it out with the 
law. : 

The bulk of the credit for the 
cleaning out of the gangs that up 
to a year or so ago raided and 
killed almost at will in the mid- 
west goes to the department of jus- 
tice, and proves the wisdom of the 
decision to enlarge the powers of 
federal agents. With but little co- 
ordination of effort formerly be- 
tween law-enforcement agencies in 
different states and commiunities, 
the gangsters had but little diffi- 
culty in escaping arrest. Now with 
the federal agents tenaciously fol- 
lowing them from state to state, 
the situation is changed and the 
Outlaw is doomed to capture sooner 
or later. 

Such has proven the case with 
all the others who have preyed 
upon the public and is certain to 
be Floyd's fate. With his capture 
or killing will go the last conspic- 
uous figure in the country’s most 
bizarre period of crime.

A commission of German officers 
has just left for Manchuria to study 
the military situation and to submit 
a report to the Tokyo government 
after a three months’ tour of inspec- 
tion of the borders of the Russian 
Amur provinces, inner and outer Mon- 
golia and Chinese Turkestan. This 
commission will collaborate intimately 
with General von Seeckt, former chief 
of the German army, who has been 
out in the east for the past two years, 
Japan, once called “the Prussia of the 
orient,” is becoming fast friends with 
Germany, allies almost. The friend- 
ship is not quite new. Even before 
the war, German officers trained and 
built up the Japanese army. 

In Berlin a seminary has_ been 
opened for the study of Japanese. Six 
Wundred students have been enrolled. 
Every student is a pilot-aviator or a 
mechanical expert. A four months’ 
course in the Nipponese language will 
give these boys sufficient knowledge, 
it is said, to go out east. Another 
course has been set up for journalists. 
In this course 62 men are enrolled, 
When through with their _ studies, 
these prospective journalists are to go 
out east, Japan, China, Manchuria, 
etc. 

Sixty-two newspapermen for the far 
east seems to indicate, if it indicates 
anything, that the German government 
expects a lot of news to come from 
the far east in days to come,

One of the most amazing incidents 
in connection with the crazy race 
theory which the German government 
has elevated to the dignity of a-sort of 
state religion, is the announcement by 
Dr. Goebbels, the minister for propa- 
ganda and enlightenment, that the 
Japanese are racially very closely akin 
to the Germans. This statement came 
following a protest of the Japanese 
ambassador to Berlin against the al- 
legation of the racists that his people 
were to be included among the lesser 
breeds, people of inferior grade, such 
as the French, the Italians, the Slavs, 
the negroes and the Jews.

The IG Farben is, as is 
well known, one of the Jargest manu- 
facturers of poison gas in the world. 
The conference which Dr. ligner has 
had with the Japanese and Man- 
chukuan military authorities have re- 
sulted in an agreement whereby Tokyo 
undertakes to purchase large quanti- 
ties of chemicals in Germany. In ex- 
change, the reich is to take Japanese 
cotton.

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News Behind the News 


CONFLICT WASHINGTON, Oct. 12.—There is one government 

department where even live men tell no tales. That 
is the treasury. Nothing ever leaks out there. Mr. Morgenthau’s 
lid permits no seepage. 

Only his strong preventive measures have kept the news from 
getting out about an interesting inner conflict between his brain 
trusters and his lawyers—or, to be more exact, between Dr. Viner, 
the Chicago professor who is head of the brain trusters, and Herman 
Oliphant, who is general counsel and head of the lawyers. 

These differences center around the question of taxes and 
money (silver) and involve a determination of what is to be the 
future policy of the government. Therefore, they are far more 
important than the personalities involved. 


STALEMATE The trouble started when Dr. Viner and his fresh- 

man team of college professors were called in 
last summer to devise an entirely new federal tax structure. They 
want reform in a big way, and have now submitted secret plans for 
reform. 

Mr. Oliphant believes it would be better to wait a year or so 
before proposing any drastic changes, because things are so un- 
settled now. 

The brain trusters lately have decamped (all except Dr. Viner). 
Their reports have been handed upstairs to Mr. Oliphant, who is 
sitting upon them. And when Mr. Oliphant sits upon anything, it 
usually is fairly well flattened out. His bulk looms just as large 
in the inner treasury scene as the money vaults themselves. His 
influence is almost equal to that of Mr. Morgenthau and possibly 
surpasses it occasionally. Mr. Morgenthau usually follows his ad- 
vice. (Oliphant is the man accredited on the inside with having 
put over the silver policy.) 

This is the reason why you have been reading so many con- 
flicting reports about what the government is going to do on 
taxes. It explains why some have been predicting tax revision in 
January, and others are denying it. 

On the basis of past experience, Mr. Oliphant will undoubtedly 
win hands down, and there will be no tax revision in January. 


SECRECY The brain trusters will not let a peep out about what 

their reform recommendations were. Dr. Viner 
warned them, at the start, to run if they saw a newsman coming. 
“Go as far as you like in writing your reports,’ Viner told them 
confidentially. “If 1 do not agree, I will send them back, but if you 
still hold your view, I’ll send up your report unchanged.” That was 
encouraging. : 

Some of the boys did cut loose in their reports and even went 
outside the field of taxation to suggest changes in banking and 
other practices. For instance, they could see no sense in holding 
heavy reServes against time deposits. 

Viner also told the boys that he did not know what would ulti- 
mately happen to their reports, adding significantly: “You know 
the lawyers have a lot of influence around here.” 


URGENCY The need for tax reform is vital. Our system is a 

nonsensical hodge-podge and crazy quilt of conflicts 
between the federal, state and local authorities. It is true there are 
literally thousands of taxing bodies and many instances of dupli- 
cation. In fact, the only tax which Uncle Sam reserves exclusively 
is the tax on imports. Breakdown of many state revenue systems 
during the depression has heightened interest in the problem. Even 
more serious factors are the rising deficit and the flight of capital 
abroad. 

The United States is the only major power which has not mod- 
ernized its taxing system. One shrewd observer has commented 
that a year of Britain’s taxes in the United States would just about 
wipe out our deficit. 

TAME A governmental expert who has just returned from two 

months in Europe is highly indignant at the news Euro- 
pean newspapers are printing about the United States.. He reports 
that continental papers are filled with blood-and-thunder yarns 
about our Dillingers, Hauptmanns and the more lurid phases of the 
munitions inquiry. Serious news is played down or dismissed with 
a few paragraphs. Even well-informed businessmen knew little about 
the New Deal. They all knew about “Robbie,” but few had heard 
of General Johnson.

Heat Prostrates 400 in 
Attendance at Buenos 
Aires Congress. 


BUENOS AIRES, Oct. 12.—(?)— 
Under a broiling Argentine spring- 
time sun, a half million of the Ro- 
man Catholic church’s faithful assem- 
bled today to partake in the solemnity 
of the pontifical high mass. 


_So terrific was the heat in the open- 
air cathedral that 400 women and 
girls collapsed, and laymen and priests 
alike were permitted to cover their 
heads against the sun. 

Palermo park, the huge tract on the 
Rio De La Plata, “was crowded far 
beyond the 250,000 seats erected for 
the thirty-second international eucha- 
ristic congress, the congregation con- 
verging at the 105-foot cross in the 
center of Avenida Alvear. 

Bishop Orihuelay, of Alicante, 
Spain, officiated at the mass in place 
of the cardinal legate, Fugenio Pacel- 
li, who officially opened the recently 
constructed church of Santa Rosa De 
Lima. 

His train borne by acolytes, the 
Spanish churchman proceeded to the 
altar where, after preliminary ablu- 
tion, he said prayers, Then, after read- 
ing the introit and the kyrie eleison, 
he intoned the gloria and sang the 
pax vobis (peace be to you) and 
sang the prayers up to the gospel. 

Intoned. 

Bishop Orihuelay, after a blessing 
was asked and indulgence given, in- 
toned the creed and after the removal 
of the mitre, Dominus Vobiscum and 
Oremus. 

The bishop’s gloves were removed 
for the washing of hands. After this 
ceremony he moved to the altar, 
blessing the choir as he passed, then 
bowed to the cross and kissed the 
altar, his mitre removed. 

The subdeacon then brought up the 
chalice. 

Of the altar-breads, one was broken 
by the deacon of the mass and given 
to the sacristan. The other was given 
to the bishop to make the usual of- 
fering. Wine and water were poured 
into a vessel and given to the sacris- 
tan to drink. Then the offertory of 
the chalice was made, the deacon 
pouring in the wine and the _ sub- 
deacon the water. The bishop blessed 
the water before it was poured out. 

Altar Incensed. 

The altar then was incensed by the 
celebrant, the mitre placed on his 
head and he was incensed by the 
deacon. He washed his hands, reciting 
the Lavabo psalm.

COMPANY REPORTS 
PHENOMENAL GROWTH 


Oldest Living Employe of 
A. & P. Tells of Early 
Food Stores. 


The Great Atlantic & Pacific Tea 
Company, which started in 1859 as a 
single store on Vesey street, New 
York, is now celebrating its seventy- 
fifth anniversary with 90,000 em- 
ployes in 15,000 stores serving 6,000,- 
000 customers a day. 
| J. T. Patten, the oldest living mem- 
iber of the organization, gave report- 
ers an eyewitness account of the com- 
pany’s growth. 

“My first job with A. & P. was in 
May, 1875,” said Mr. Patten. ‘The 


‘order business. 

| “I remember well the first store I 
'worked in. We sold only tea and 
‘coffee. Blending was done locally—if 
‘a customer found a blend too weak 
or too strong, she brought it back 
j}and the blend was changed to suit her 
taste. 

‘That early store would probably 
be considered rather ornate today. On 
the walls were great oil paintings of 
Chinese scenes. A gallery ran around 
the store half-way between floor and 
ceiling. From this gallery hung a mul- 
titude of bird cages with canaries, 
cockatoos and parrots; and to com- 
plete the picture there was a large 
fountain in the center of the store 
in which goldfish swam. In the center 
‘of the ceiling hung a giant chandelier 
\with nfany white, gas-illuminated 
globes on it. Glass prisms hung from 
under each light. These were always 
‘earefully taken off in the early sum- 
mer and the whole was covered with 
mosquito netting. The prisms were 
‘always washed, polished and replaced 
‘in the fall. In the windows there were 
a great many illuminated gas globes 
in arched rows. 

“A year later I was moved to 
Fifty-eighth street on Eighth avenue. 
In 1876 this was the farthest north 
the company had reached and just 
about as far north as New York city 
had reached, for north of Fifty-ninth 
street there were only shanties through 
which ran the boulevard, now renam- 
ed Broadway. In this store we sold 
tea, coffee and sugar under the &smil- 
ing sun of a Chinese scene painted on 
the walls over the tea bins. To this 
Fifty-third street store many farmers 
used to come from the country that lay 
‘north of Fifty-ninth street to do their 
ordering for several weeks.” 

When asked about the famous bliz- 
zard of ’SS, Mr. Patten told how he 
for miles to open his store, 
‘an hour and a half late. The sales that 
day were $2.86, and it was three 
nights before he was able to go home. 

“l have lived in the greatest 75 
‘years of the world’s history,” con- 
‘tinued Mr. Patten. “Never before in 
‘history has there been a period of such 
‘constant and rapid change. Light, 
heat, power, transportation, communi- 
'eation, entertainment, medicine— 
‘everything from the maternity ward 
‘to the undertaker’s parlor has either 
‘come into being or been drastically 
changed during those 75 years. This 
‘is not true of any other 75 years in 
‘history. For thousands of years people 
‘lived pretty much as their fathers liv- 
‘ed. The American colonists used the 
‘same crude grease lamps and the same 
| tallow eandles that the ancient Egyp- 
i'tians used. No major improvement 
had been made in artificial illumina- 
‘tion for 10.000 years. Then came the 
‘development of kerosene and gas, then 
‘electricity. And all this in the last 
three-quarters of a century. 
| “These changes, of course, affected 
every phase of life and every activity 
in America. I saw them from a groc- 
‘ery counter, and saw their effect on 
‘food retailing. When things changed 
‘food stores changed with them. I re-

Volice arrested 
Threlkill and held him under a charge 
of suspicion.

Liberalization Asked 


WASHINGTON; Oct. 12.—Senator 
Walter F. George, of Georgia, today 
appealed to Secretary of Agriculture 
Wallace and agricultural adjustment 
‘administration officials to liberalize 
restrictions on cotton farmers who re- 


duced or abandoned cotton acreage 
prior to passage of the Bankhead act. 

In a telegraphic communication to 
‘agricultural officials here, sent from 
his home in the state, the Georgia 
senator urged that each county agent 
‘be instructed to issue temporary cot- 


ton exemption permits within the 10 


per cent reserve to the class of farm- 
ers described. His telegram read: 

“T again call your attention to the 
grave injustice to cotton farmers who 
before passage of the b, 
reduced acreage or abandoned cotton 
‘growing. Each county commissioner 
should be instructed by wire to issue 
temporary permits within the 10 per 
cent reserve, to relieve the situation. 

“The small allotment made to many 
farmers will not permit them to live 
and take care of their families. They 
cannot pay pressing obligations unless 
some relief is granted. Further delay 
is inexcusable and is resulting in most 
adverse reaction to the entire cotton 
reduction program.”

the federal reserve board in figures 
showing the value of department store 
sales in September as compared with 
a year ago. 

Federal reserve districts that have 
received Jarge benefit payments from 
the government's crop restriction pro- 
en reported heavy gains in sales 
value, 


The Dallas district, comprising large 
cotton-growing regions, reported an 
increase of 35 per cent. 

The. St. Louis, Kansas City and 
Atlanta districts, all important agri- 
cultural areas, showed gains of 21, 
19 and 18 per cent, respectively. 


In the Boston, New York and Phil- 
adelphia districts, where industrial 
activity predominates, declines were 
registered. Boston sales were 8 per 
cent less than a year ago and those 
of New York and Philadelphia shrank 
2 per cent, each. The gain at Cleve- 
land was only 1 per cent. 


“The net increase in sales value for 
all districts was 4 per cent, although 
this would be raised to 9 per cent if 
allowance were made for the fact that 
there was one less trading day in Sep- 
tember this year as compared with 
1933. 

September sales increased over those 
for August, but the gain was less 
than seasonal and the board's season- 
ally-adjusted index dropped from 79 
to 76. 

The percentage of increase or de- 
crease from a year ago for the 12 
districts was given as follows: 

Boston, decrease 8; New York, 
crease 2; Philadelphia, decrease 
Cleveland, increase 1; Richmond, in 
crease 9; Atlanta, increase 18; Chi- 
cago, increase 11; St. Louis, increase 
21; Minneapolis, increase 13; Kan- 
sas City, increase 19; Dallas, increase 
35; San Francisco, increase 4.

Loading of merchandise less than 
carload lot freight totaled 164,990, an 
increase of 426 above the preceding 
— but a decrease of 9,730 below 
1933. 


| Bank Clearings 


NEW YORK, Oct. 12.—Bank clear- 
ings are further reduced. The total 
for the 22 leading cities in the United 
States for the week ended Wednes- 
day, October 10, as reported by Dun 
& Bradstreet, Inc., was $4,016,129,- 
000, against $4,178,357,000 for the 
same week of last year, a loss of 3.9 
per cent. This contrasts with a de- 
crease of 3.0 per cent in the previous 
week. It is the lowest total that has 
been recorded for a-full week since 
the last of August. At New York 
city, clearings this week were $2,516,- 
078.000, a reduction of 10.7 per cent, 
while the aggregate for centers out- 
side of New York of $1,500,051,000 
was 10.3 per cent higher. 

A number of the cities outside of 
New York again reported a substan- 
tial increase compared with last year, 
but there were fewer of these than 
last week. At some of these points, 
banking operations were greatly re- 
stricted a year ago. Even allowing 
for that condition, there were a num- 
ber of centers where the increase over 
a year ago was very small. At Bos- 
ton, the past week, the loss was frac- 
tional, while at Philadelphia and 
Pittsburgh, clearings now show only 
a small gain. 

For the second week of October, 
total clearings were less than those 
for the preceding week by $644,731,- 
000; a year ago the reduction for the 
same two weeks amounted to $629,- 
132,000. <A decline from the opening 
week of the month was to be expect- 
ed. Gains over last year were espe- 
cially heavy the past week at Chi- 
cago, Detroit, St. Louis, Kansas City, 
Omaha. Baltimore, Riehmond, Lonis- 
ville. New Orleans, San Francisco, 
Portland and Seattle.

Operator Says Firms Bid 
Ridiculously Low, Hoping 
for ‘Revision.’ 


By GLADSTONE WILLIAMS. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 12.—Vigor- 
ous opposition to the present system 
of letting air mail contracts under 
which low bids are accepted regard- 
less of their relation to the cost of 
rendering the service, wag voiced he- 
fore the federal aviation commission 
today by an oficial of one of the op- 
erating lines. 

Paul Braniff, vice: president 


Braniff Airways, told the commission 
it was “ridiculous” to allow a com- 
pany to put in a rominal bid for an 
air mail route and be awarded the 
contract merely in the expectation of 
obtaining an upward revision of its 
rate of pay later. 

Citing the ease of his own company. 
he said Braniff Airways put in a bid 
of 17 1-2 cents on one leg of the 
Chicago-Dallas route following the re- 
cent cancellation order, but that the 
contract was awarded to another com- 
pany on a bid of 8 cents. 

“The low bid of the successful com- 
pany.” he declared, “was far below 
the actual cost of operating the serv- 
ice and, in fact, had no relation to 
such costs. It was put in merely for 
the purpose of assuring the company 
of getting the franchise. all in the 
hope of securing an upward revision 
later on a more profitable basis. Such 
a practice is grossly unfair and should 
not be permitted. Had we known bids 
of that kind would be considered we 
might have presented an offer of 1 
cent per pound on the same _ basis, 
hoping to have the rates changed sub- 
sequently.”
